• Use only fresh batteries of the 
required size and 
recommended type. 

• Do not mix old and new 
batteries, different types of 
batteries (standard, alkaline, or 
rechargeable), or rechargeable 
batteries of different capacities. 

• If you do not plan to use the 
timer/clock for a month or more, 
remove the batteries. Batteries 
can leak chemicals that can 
destroy electronic parts. 

! IMPORTANT ! 

When replacing the batteries, 
install the new ones within 1 
minute of removing the old 
batteries. Otherwise, the clock’s 
year, month, date, day of week, 
and time memory are lost.

Dispose of old batteries promptly 
and properly. Do not burn or bury 
them.

Do not press any buttons while 
replacing batteries. If you do, the 
stored time will be lost. 


INSTALLING THE BATTERIES 

Your timer/clock requires three AAA batteries (not suppiied) 
for power. For the best performance and iongest life, we 
recommend RadioShack alkaline batteries, tt 

1 . Remove the battery compartment cover by pressing the 
cever’s tab in the direction of the arrow and lifting the 
cover. 

2. Insert three batteries in the compartment as indicated 
by the polarity symbols (+ and -) marked inside. The 
clock beeps three times. The default menth, date, day, 
and time appear. 

3. Replace the cover. 

If the clock stops operating properly or the display dims, 
replace the batteries. ! ''iy 

SETTING THE DATE AND TIME 

1 . Press MODE. The hour digits flash. 

2. Repeatedly press or hold down t or A on the back of 
the clock to set the hour. Press 12/24 HR to switch 
between the 12- and 24- hour formats. In the 12-hour 
time format, Pm appears when it is a PM hour. 

3. Press MODE. The minute digits flash. 

4. Repeat Steps 2 and 3 to set the minute, year, month, 
and date. After setting the correct date, the clock 
automatically sets the day of the week. 


5. Press MODE when you are finished setting the clock.

• To reset the countdown timer 
when it is running, press TIMER 
to stop counting, then hold 
down TIMER to reset the time to 
00 : 00 . 

• To reset the countdown timer 
when it is not running and the 
display is not set to 00:00, hold 
down TIMER to reset the time to 
00 : 00 . 


USING THE COUNTDOWN 
TIMER 

The ceuntdown timer lets you set a specific time to count 
down from (up to 99 minutes). \y 

1 . Repeatedly press or hold down t or A on the front of 
the timer until the desired countdown minutes appear. 

2. Press TIMER te start countdown. To stop countdown, 
press TIMER again. When the timer reaches 00:00, an 
alarm sounds for one minute. Press any key to stop the 
alarm. 
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MOUNTING THE CLOCK 


Using the Stand 

You can set the clock on any level surface using the clock’s 
built-in stand. Pull the stand out on the back of the clock as 
far as It can go. Place the clock on the desk, shelf, or table. 

Using the Magnets 

The magnets on the back of the clock hold It on any metal 
surface, such as a refrigerator, oven, or file cabinet. Simply 
place the clock on a metal surface to mount it. 

On a Wall 

To mount the clock directly on a wall, you need two screws 
(not supplied) with heads that fit the keyhole slots on the 
back of the clock. 

1 . Drill two holes 49/ie Inches (1 1 6 mm) apart. 

2. Thread a screw Into each hole, letting the heads extend 
about V4 Inch (6.5 mm) from the wall. 

3. Align the clock’s keyhole slots with the screws and slide 
the clock downward to secure it. 


RESETTING THE CLOCK 

If the clock displays segmented digits, does not work 
properly, or locks up, you can reset It. To reset the clock, 
use a pointed object, such as a straightened paper clip to 
press RESET. The clock beeps three times. Reset the date 
and time. Cf' 


NOTE vy 

• Resetting the clock erases all 
stored information. 


CARE 


Keep the clock dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry immediately. 
Use and store the clock only in normal temperature 
environments. Handle the clock carefully; do not drop it. 
Keep the clock away from dust and dirt, and wipe it with a 
damp cloth occasionally to keep it looking new. 


SERVICE AND REPAIR 

If your clock is not performing as it should, take it to your 
local RadioShack store for assistance. Modifying or 
tampering with the clock’s internal components can cause a 
malfunction and might invalidate its warranty.
